GENERAL CULTURAL DIRECTIONS. 


Most of the varieties thrive best on rich, sandy soil, which should be carefully prepared and well 
cultivated, as the young plants are for the most part delicate and easily choked out by weeds. Sow as 
early as the ground can be made ready, in drills sixteen to eighteen inches apart, taking pains that the 
soil is fine and pressed firmly over the seed; or they may be planted as a second crop—the seeds sown in 
beds in April, and the plants set out in June. Most of them should be cut when in bloom, wilted in the 
sun and thoroughly dried in the shade,

GRASS SEED MIXTURES FOR MEADOW AND PASTURE. 


For every different kind and condition of soil there is a large number of grasses, either indigenous or introduced, which are espec- 
ially suitable. Some sorts do best on high ground and in dry weather, others prefer pleuty of moisture. Some mature so early, and 
others so late, that from the beginning of spring until winter sets in, there is no time when one species or another is not at its best. 

Successful farmers recommend heavy seeding. The quantity that should be sown per acre depends upon the location and nature 
of the soil. There is a wide difference of opinion on this subject and the actual quantity of seed necessary should be determined by 
some one conversant with the local situation. 

A good authority recommends the following formulas for the different classes of soils:

STATELY PALMS. 


As decorative plants for the house, many species of Palms are rarely prized. Happily, those species which 
will thrive in ordinary heat, and with the least care, are among the handsomest and most desirable of the genus. 
They will do well at a window where there is little or no direct sunshine. This peculiarity makes these plants 
adapted to places quite unsuited to ordinary house plants. A regular, but not excessive, supply of water and a 
fair light are all the plants demand during the cool season. In summer a more liberal watering is required. The 
soil should be a substantial fibery loam, with asmall quantity of well-rotted manure. A daily syringing of the 
leaves is an advantage, but in winter once a week is sufficient. If kept in a living room with dry furnace heat, 
daily syringing or spraying the leaves is advisable. Those varieties that are hardy enough to bear planting out 
on the lawn during warm weather are sure to command attention.
